Introduction.—As we take up 
this subject itis to be hoped 
that we may be able to help 
those who may chance to read 
to be encouraged to press on in 
Jesus; for I fear some times as. 
reference is made to the above 
‘that some spend more time 
talking about the Antichrist 

than they do Jesus Christ.

truth, and we can readily find 
this kind of a line running 
throughout the entire Old Tes- 
tament. And quickly when 
John has appeared on the scene 
he is confronted with the same 
thing, “Art thou he that shall 
come Elias?” If the questioners 
had been in possession of the 
truth relative to the coming of 
the Herald and the Christ, they 
would have known who He was, 
but seems as if they were not 
and the result is the lack of 
faith that is implied in the ask- 
ing of the question. 

And when Jesus said, Whom 
do men say that I, the Son of 
man am? He was confronted 
with some wonderful theology 
of some of His disciples, and, 
when the trial of Jesus was on, 
the High Priest (that should 
have been so close to Jesus in 
his office he would have im- 
mediately recognized him as 
the Son of God) added the ig- 
norance of the office of the 
Priesthood when he asked Je- 
sus, saying, “I adjure thee by 
the living God that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ or 
not. Matt. 26:63. 

Listen at the Pharisees as 
they exclaim, Sir we remember 
that that deceiver said, _ ete. 
Matt. 27:63, but the truth was 
confirmed by the Centurion, 
saying truly this was the Son of 
God. Matt. 27:54. 

It was the doubt of Philip that 
prompted the question relative 
to the shewing forth of the 
Father, and Jesus marveled at 
him. It was the Antichrist spir- 
it Jesus referred to when he told 
the woman at the well of Jacob, 
“ye worship ye know not what.” 
Jno. 4:22, and Jesus gave her 
the key of the whole in the 
language of they that worship 
the Father must do it in Spirit 
and truth, this clears away the 
tubbish so we can see the Anti- 
Spirit. I conclude when we 
know God, we also know what 
is not God. 

James refers to the two opin- 
ions when he says, “Let him ask 
in faith nothing wavering.” 
What is it causes the wavering? 
It is the fragments of the lie, 
still remaining within the one 
asking, for faith is based on 
truth, and the veracity of God’s 
faithfulness to His WORD. A 
double minded man, as referred 
to by James, is one that is tam- 
pered with by the Anti-Spirit, 
and the fowls of the air, or the 
demon powers pluck the Word 
from his heart, and proves him 
to be by the way side instead of 
in the way.

3:1-10, and will help you to 
fulfill 2 Pet. 3:17, and go with 
the UPPERTAKER in 1 Thes. 
4:17, and then you can escape 
what happens in the next in- 
stallment of this issue,

We have merely touched 
some of the various Scriptures 
that tell us of the workings of 
the same old satanic lie from 
the deception of Eve, until this 
very day, and this vortex of 
modern liars are sons of the 
same father in John 8:44.
